Required Vote: SCDXC Constitution Revision 


Second Notice 


This email was sent out to all members last week notifying full members of an upcoming vote on a 
revision to the Constitution. 


To voting members of the Southern California DX Club: 


At the October Board meeting a motion was passed to revise the club constitution. A committee con- 
sisting of Mel Hughes, K6SY, and Carl Gardenias, WU6D, was assigned to perform the updates. 
The complete revision, as accepted and approved by the Board, will be presented to the voting 
members for acceptance at our next regular meeting on November 8, 2012. Please try to attend 
and cast your vote. 


The term for club officers as prescribed in the current constitution is from February 1st to January 
31st with elections in January. The new board assumes their offices on Feb 1st. The proposed revi- 
sion is to change the term from January 1st to December 31st with elections held in November. The 
new board assumes their offices on January 1st. This aligns the board term with the calendar year 
and the tax year. The motivation for the revision is primarily to alleviate bookkeeping issues. Only 
one board will have spending authority in a calendar year. For example, under the current rules the 
outgoing vice president buys the prizes for the January 2013 meeting. The incoming vice president 
buys the prizes from February 2013 to January 2014. With the proposed revision all spending in a 
calendar year is confined to one board. 


If the vote to accept the revised constitution carries at the November regular meeting elections will 
be held at that same meeting. The board recommended slate will be posted in the November news- 
letter. There will also be nominations from the floor of the November meeting. If you are a full mem- 
ber and intend to run for office please attend the November meeting.

The SCDXC — Alive and Well? 


Mel Hughes K6SY

Every year about this time, as the SCDXC Membership Chairman, | be- * 
gin reminding you that it is time to pay your dues and renew your mem- 
bership for the following year. This time, instead of just hounding you 
to renew, | thought it would be interesting to see where all our mem- 
bers come from. After all, we call our organization the Southern Cali- 
fornia DX Club. Do we really have members from all eleven Southern 
California Counties? Or are we the Southern California DX Club in 
name only? 


The region of California we call Southern California is usually defined 
as San Luis Obispo, Kern, Inyo, Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los Angeles, 
Orange, San Diego, San Bernardino, Riverside, and Imperial Counties, \ 
or that part of California, except for Inyo County, south of roughly Lati- : . 
tude 35° 50’ N. We lay claim to Inyo County as it is part of the ARRL Orange Section and has little 
access to the Northern part of the State. 


There are lots of ways to divide up the 11 counties. By Congressional Districts, State Senate and 
Assembly Districts, Voting Precincts, Mosquito Abatement Districts, Flood Control Districts, Fire Dis- 
tricts, Library Districts, Cities and unincorporated areas, Zip Codes and I’m sure many more. We 
don’t keep track of most but we do keep track of Zip Codes and telephone numbers of members. 
For the purposes of this broad overview Zip Codes were not very useful. However, the Telephone 
Companies have conveniently divided the State geographically into Area Codes (the three digits in 
our telephone numbers following our Country Code — actually, we share the Country Code with Can- 
ada). And since we have the home telephone numbers for all but three of our members the data 
can be quickly sorted in Excel to yield the following results: 


Area Area 


The only Southern California Area Codes where we don’t currently have any members are 619 and 858 in 
San Diego County. So for the most part we are truly a Southern California DX Club. By the way we also 
have members in Sweden and New Zealand.

At the moment we have 172 members listed on our roster in eight categories. 
101 Regular Members (Full Voting Privileges) 
23 Regular Family Members (Full Voting Privileges) 
19 Associate Members 
11. Family Associate Members 
3 At Large Members 
2 At large Family Members 
11 Supporting Members 
2 Supporting family Members 
0 Active Duty Military 
0 Students under the age of 18 


Of these 172 members, 8 are new members for 2012. Let’s try to keep them! In 2011 we had 20 
members that did not renew. Four of the members that did not renew for 2012 were new members 


in 2011. 


We also have 20 Honorary Members that generally do not live in Southern California and do not pay 
dues. However, if an Honorary Member lives in Southern California and pays dues as a Regular 
Member they are eligible to vote. 


There are still 5 living Founding Members of the SCDXC, but none are active in the Club. 


If any of you are interested in forming car pools to get to the Club Meetings | would be happy to sort 
the Membership Roster and provide you with names of members living near you. 


For those of you living near the light rail lines here in LA County the Green Line comes very close to 
our current meeting location in the City of Hawthorne. We can provide transportation to meet the 
trains and take you to the station after the meetings. For those 65 or older the total fare is $1.80 for 
an all day Senior Pass with unlimited transfers. 


While the SCDXC membership is constant, it is not growing, even as the ranks of the hobby are still 
growing. Many of our membership came into the hobby, as | did, in the 50’s and 60’s, in the good 
‘o days before cell phones, PC’s, and hand held VHF and UHF radios. For the most part my interest 
focused on DX. After all, almost no one was on 2 meters, and with a home brew 6L6 transmitter, a 
$6.95 surplus Command receiver from Sam’s Surplus and a wire dipole everything was DX! But 
those entering the hobby today are not the teenagers we were. They are older adults interested in 
Cert, Neighborhood Watch and in our community, PVAN (Peninsula Volunteer Amateur Network) 
and the local School Districts Emergency Communication’s program. So where do we need to look 
for new SCDXC members. | think we need look no farther than our local Ham radio clubs, Cert 
training programs and community Neighborhood Watch programs, and School District Teacher 
Emergency Communications programs. 


In my local club, the Palos Verdes Amateur Radio Club, we have been working with the Cities of the 
area along with the Neighborhood Watch programs and the School District, offering Ham Radio 
training and classes. That effort has earned favor with the local governments and brought lots of 
new members into the PVARC. And for the last several years we have organized an annual outing 
to Isthmus at Catalina Island to put IOTA NA-066 on the air. We try to take as many new PVARC 
members as possible and introduce them to the thrill of real DX. Of late, several members of the 
PVARS have joined the ranks of the SCDXC and are now chasing DXCC. At the PVARC club 
meetings we try to talk up DX, and have some programs that focus on the fun and fundamentals of 
DXing. 


Most members of the SCDXC belong to other clubs. | challenge each of you to try and bring mem- 
bers of your local club to the SCDXC. If you don’t belong to a local club try your Cert group or 
Neighborhood Watch in your area. 


| believe this is our best shot at keeping DXing alive and well. But since your SCDXC Board be- 
lieves in the “Belt and Suspenders Approach” at the last Board Meeting it was decided to try to ex- 
pand the SCDXC Membership by contacting all holders of DXCC in the area and inviting them to 
come to our SCDXC meetings. George, N6VNI, has contacted the ARRL and they are providing us 
the required information so we can contact them. Our current meeting room has lots of space for 
more chairs. Let’s fill the place up. 


Remember, you membership dues are due by December 31, 2012 for the year 2013. The renewal 
form can be downloaded from the SCDXC web site (www.scdxc.org). Just down load the form, 
make out your check, and mail it to the address on the form, or see me at the regular November 
meeting. I'll have the forms and be happy to take either cash or check. | can also take orders for 
club badges, either by mail using the membership form or at the meetings.

The Araucaria DX Group, in conjunction with the TX3A 
Team, is pleased to announce a DXpedition to St. Pe- 
ter and St. Paul Rocks, PYOS, under the call sign 
PTOS. The PTOS DXpedition will be on the air from ap- 
proximately Nov 10 to Nov 22 , 2012. Please check 
this website regularly for news updates or announce-_ * 
ments. (Like all things maritime, the exact dates of our 
travel to the rocks will be subject to the weather and 
issues related to the boat.) 


There has been an official ban on Amateur Radio ac- 
tivities from PYOS. Although the ban, which was created for environmental and safety reasons, remains in 
place, the Araucaria DX Group was given a special permit by Brazil's SECIRM (Secretaria da Comissao In- 
terministerial para Os Recursos do Mar), the Brazilian Navy, Ministry of Environment and LABRE to conduct 
a two week long operation. 

The operation will have a strong low band focus. There will be a dedicated 160 meter station operating on 
160 meters from sunset to sunrise. A second station will be on 80 and 40 meters at night. During the day we 
will operate two stations on the higher bands -- and 6 meters -- based on conditions. RTTY will also be sup- 
ported. 


The DXpedition's goal is to give this rare and difficult entity to as many amateurs as possible, taking maxi- 
mum advantage of this unique opportunity. The group will be using newly designed RX antennas and receiv- 
ing equipment to allow small and QRP stations to work PTOS on all bands, but especially on 80 and 160 me- 
ters. 

All QSO-s will be loaded onto LoTW within 36 hours of taking place. 


The board approved a matching donation for this Dxpedition. As you can see from the picture the QTH is 
about 100 square feet bigger than Scarborough Reef and compressed into a smaller footprint. It will be a 
challenge for the brave souls that are making this trek. 
We set out the donation can at the October meeting and collected a sizeable sum from the following:

For those who are interested in contributing to the DXpedition the can will be out at the November meeting.
